Last summer my wife and I had the good 
fortune to obtain a bountiful supply of 
supor-dehydrated fruits for our trip into 
the high Sierra from a follow Sierra Club 
mombe i’, 

Our problem was to find a light, dur- 
ablo container which could be depended 
upon to exclude air and moisture. We 
managed to get a small quantity of a thin 
ecllulose material called Pliofilm, This 
was made into bags by simply cutting the 
desired sized pieces from the Pliofilm 
sheot and scaling three sides with a hot 
iron. The sigo we chose was large enough 
to contain fruit for two meals. After 
the containers were filled with fruit the 
fourth side was scaled with the iron, not 
to be opened until we were ready to use 
the contents.

They were 
simple, light, durable, and very efficient
